Explanation 

The  order  proposes  that  the  City  accept  a state  law  provision  that  allows  for  increases  in  all 
property  tax  exemptions  currently  granted  by  the  City.  If  voted,  a uniform  percentage  increase  of 
up  to  (100%)  would  be  applied  to  all  of  the  exemptions. 

Clause  17D  currently  allows  for  an  exemption  of  $190  for  surviving  spouses  and  minor  children 
occupying  a property.  Clauses  22,  22A,  22B,  22C,  22D  and  22E  currently  allow  for  veterans 
exemptions  of  various  types  and  amounts  between  a maximum  of  $400  and  $1,000.  Clause  37A 
currently  allows  for  an  exemption  of  $500  for  a blind  person  owning  and  occupying  a property. 
Clause  41C  currently  allows  for  an  exemption  of  $500  for  elderly  persons  owning  and  occupying 
a property.  Each  clause  has  certain  eligibility  requirements  that  must  be  satisfied  to  receive  the 
exemption  and  only  one  type  of  exemption  can  be  granted  for  each  property.

The  Newburyport  Conservation  Commission  is  delegated  with  the  primary  responsibility  of 
administering  and  enforcing  the  Massachusetts  Wetlands  Protection  Act  (General  Laws  Chapter 
131,  Section  40),  the  Newburyport  Wetlands  Ordinance,  and  for  the  administration  of  the 
Agricultural  Preservation  Restriction  Program  within  the  City  of  Newburyport. 

In  the  performance  of  these  duties,  the  Commission,  over  the  course  of  24  public  meetings, 
conducted  public  hearings  on  28  Notices  of  Intent,  14  Requests  for  Determination  of 
Applicability,  1 Abbreviated  Notice  of  Resource  Area  Delineation,  1 Emergency  Certification, 
and  issued  1 Violation.  In  addition,  the  Commission  issued  19  Certificates  of  Compliance. 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  generated  funds  from  filing  fees  established  by  the 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection  (DEP).  As  established  by  legislation,  these  funds  have 
been  placed  in  a separate  account  to  be  appropriated  only  for  conservation  purposes. 

The  Newburyport  Conservation  Commission  has  seven  full  time  members.  Current  members 
include  Joe  Teixeira,  Jannell  Zarba,  Stephen  Moore,  Dan  Warchol,  Mary  Casey,  Doug  Muir,  and 
Paul  Healy.

Council  on  Aging  Annual  Report  - FY  2009 


The  mission  of  the  Council  on  Aging  is  to  advocate  for  Newburyport’s  older  adults,  to  identify  their  needs,  to  develop  and 
implement  services  to  meet  their  health,  economic,  social  and  cultural  needs,  to  encourage  maximum  independence,  and  to 
improve  their  quality  of  life.  A variety  of  programs  were  offered  during  FY’09  in  support  of  the  mission.  These  include 
transportation  (7326  rides  were  provided  to  317  individuals;  an  increase  of  14%  over  the  previous  year);  health  clinics  for 
blood  pressure,  cholesterol  screening,  flu  shots,  hearing  tests,  and  podiatry:  exercise  and  dance  classes;  application 
assistance  for  housing,  home  care  services,  tax  form  preparation,  food  stamps,  fuel  assistance  and  health  and  disability 
insurance,  support  groups  for  legally  blind  elders;  weekly  bingo  and  bridge  parties;  a book  club,  a trips  program,  and  knitting 
(776  hand  made  pieces  were  donated  during  FY  2009  to  the  Seacoast  Birth  Center  and  the  Sub-Acute  Unit  at  the  Anna 
Jaques  Hospital).  A monthly  newsletter  with  information  about  available  services  and  programs  was  distributed  every 
month,  and  telephone  calls  to  the  Council  on  Aging  seeing  information  average  about  60  per  day. 

Council  on  Aging  administrative  office  and  dispatch  center  is  located  in  the  Salvation  Army  building.  Newburyport  does  not 
have  one  central  location  for  senior  citizen  services.  Programs  are  located  in  a variety  of  locations:  the  Elks  Hall,  The  Public 
Library,  People’s  United  Methodist  Church  on  Purchase  Street,  Heritage  House,  and  at  Atria  Merrimack  Place.  The  COA 
vans  are  garaged  at  the  DPW,  the  Emergency  Operations  Center,  and  the  Salvation  Army  building. 

The  Council  on  Aging  staff  consists  of  a full-time  Director,  a full-time  Office  Assistant/Dispatcher,  2 full  time  van  drivers  and 
3 part  time  van  drivers.  There  are  52  volunteers  participating  in  14  different  programs. 

Collaborations  continue  with  the  Merrimack  Valley  Legal  Services,  Northern  Essex  Elder  Transport  (transportation  to  out-of- 
town  destinations).  Community  Action  (fuel  assistance  and  weatherization  programs).  Elder  Services  of  the  Merrimack 
Valley  (home  care  and  protective  service  programs,  job  training  and  health  clinics),  the  Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs 
(health  insurance  counseling,  and  the  annual  Formula  Grant),  AARP  (income  tax  counseling),  Merrimac  Valley  Nutrition 
Program  (congregate  and  home-delivered  meals),  Massachusetts  Commission  for  the  Blind  (low  vision  support  group),  a 
Community  Needs  Task  Force,  The  Essex  County  Sheriffs  Office  (TRIAD  - a safety  awareness  program  designed  to 
reduce  criminal  victimization,  promote  crime  prevention  and  safety  awareness  and  serve  the  needs  of  the  senior 
community).  The  Massachusetts  Association  of  Councils  on  Aging,  and  the  Merrimac  Valley  Council  on  Aging  Directors 
Association.  The  FRIENDS  of  Newburyport  Council  on  Aging  continues  to  seek  funding  for  a senior  center,  and  continues  a 
very  successful  collaboration  with  the  COA  on  an  expanded  trips  program.

To  Her  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  City  Council: 

The  Newburyport  Board  of  Health  hereby  submits  its  Annual  Report  for  the  Fiscal  year  2009. 

The  Newburyport  Board  of  Health  has  provided  services  to  the  community  for  the  protection  of  public  health 
and  the  environment.  The  Health  Department  acting  under  the  Board  of  Health  on  a day  to  day  basis  does  all 
administrative  work  required  by  law,  does  complaint  intake  and  investigation  and  issues  orders  for  non 
compliance  daily. 


The  Health  Department  is  responsible  for  permitting  and  inspecting  the  following  types  of  business  that  operate 
in  the  city:

In  addition  the  Health  Department  is  required  by  law  to  conduct  housing  inspections  when  requested, 
investigate  nuisances,  inspect  Plum  Island  properties,  inspect  septic  systems,  and  investigates  all  other  public 
health  and  environmental  threats. 

The  city  is  also  a member  of  the  Region  3 A Bio  Terrorism  Health  Coalition  and  is  required  to  prepare  all  ha2ard 
plans,  provide  emergency  response  supplies,  acquire  adequate  training,  establish  emergency  dispensing  sites,  and 
prepare  to  respond  to  natural  and  man-made  disasters.  The  Health  Department  is  also  a member  of  the  LEPC 
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(local  emergency  planning  committee)  and  the  NEREPC  (Northern  Essex  Regional  Emergency  Planning 
Committee)  and  participates  in  monthly  meetings  to  continue  on  going  training  and  education  in  preparation  for 
emergencies. 

Nursing  services  for  the  Board  of  Health  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Nurse.  This  position  investigates 
communicable  & Infectious  disease  reports  through  the  M.A.V.E.N.  an  on-line  DPH  program,  planned  and 
implemented  a vaccine  distribution  program,  organized  and  supervised  other  nurses  and  volunteers  at  numerous 
vaccine  clinics,  participated  in  collaborative  efforts  to  improve  the  health  of  the  City. 

Other  public  health  functions/ services  include:

2.  Coordinating  mosquito  control  activities  with  the  Northeast  Mosquito  Control  District  and  implement 
spraying  protocol  if  necessary  in  an  emergency

6.  Vaccine  procurement,  distribution  and  record  keeping

8.  Certified  Professional  Food  Manager  courses 

9.  American  Red  Cross  Anti-Choking  Class 

10.  NERV  (Newburyport  Emergency  Response  Volunteers) 

11.  Health  & Homeland  Alert  Network  (HHAN) 

12.  Public  Park(s)  Canine  Patrol

Recycling 

Our  annual  Household  Hazardous  Waste  drop-off  day  was  held  on  Sept  19  and  brought  in  over 
300  households,  2000  gallons  of  chemicals/ paints,  450  electronic  items,  125  tires,  etc.  from 
West  Newbury,  Newburyport  and  Merrimac.  Our  2010  event  will  be  held  on  Sept  11. 

Our  monthly  drop  off  day  at  the  recycling  center  continues  to  be  well  attended  with  an  average 
of  30  TV/computers  brought  in  along  with  oil  paints,  tires,  and  metals.  We  are  using  high 
school  environmental  club  members  as  well  as  a local  special  needs  person  at  this  monthly 
event  to  help  with  the  drop-offs. 

Since  beginning  our  single  stream/semi-automated  curbside  recycling  program  in  January  of 
2009  our  curbside  recycling  rate  has  gone  up  by  15%.  One  year  ago  the  recycling  market  for 
paper  was  down  to  $5/ton  and  is  now  back  up  to  $40/ton.  Since  we  have  a guaranteed  rebate 
rate  of  $10/ton  we  were  not  affected  by  the  marketplace. 

We  have  joined  the  Mass  Materials  Trader  program  which  helps  businesses  and  residents  get 
rid  of  large  quantities  of  material. 

The  recycling  office  attends  a quarterly  regional  recycling/solid  waste  meeting  at  the  DEP  in 
Wilmington  along  with  yearly  conferences  for  Mass  Recycles  and  the  Northeast  Resource 
Recovery  Association.  The  City  of  Newburyport  has  been  asked  to  speak  at  a number  of  these 
events. 


Solid  Waste 

Since  beginning  our  new  contract  with  Mello  Disposal  in  January  of  2009,  our  solid  waste  has 
decreased  by  19%.  This  is  great  news  since  we  separated  out  disposal  costs  from  a lump  sum 
collection,  transport,  disposal  contract  thereby  allowing  us  to  control  costs  more  effectively. 

In  the  first  6 months  of  the  new  contract  (January  to  June  30  '09)  the  city  saved  over  $80k. 

We  have  received  Pay  As  You  Throw  technical  assistance  from  DEP  and  are  currently  working 
on  the  analysis  of  that  program.  There  are  a number  of  options  with  this  program  as  well  as 
other  waste  reduction  strategies  we  are  looking  at.  As  of  this  report,  the  city  is  not  inclined  to 
institute  pay  as  you  throw  since  it  is  looking  at  a parking  fee  structure  unless  it  is  absolutely 
necessary.  In  either  case  we  will  be  ready  with  our  analysis  and  recommendations. 

Education  / Enforcement 

We  average  about  40  calls  per  day  from  residents  and  businesses  with  questions  about 
recycling  and  solid  waste.  The  city's  web  site  is  a good  reference  point  as  is  Mello's  site  which 
also  has  a separate  dedicated  Newburyport  page.  It  is  our  recommendation  that  the  Health 
Department  develop  its  own  web  site  so  it  can  add  more  content  than  the  present  system  will 
allow. 

Each  of  the  schools  in  town  have  established  functioning  green  teams  and  are  responsible  for 
recycling  efforts  in  their  respective  school.  The  recycling  office  meets  with  them  regularly  to 
review  their  efforts  and  plan  Earth  Day  events. 
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The  recycling  office  has  had  2 interns  from  NHS'  Environmental  Club  over  the  year.  The  NHS 
Environmental  Club  has  taken  on  button  cell  battery  recycling  around  town  and  is  being  paid 
$500  per  year  for  their  efforts.  They  will  use  that  money  for  scholarships,  events,  and  related 
programs  of  their  choice  for  their  club  members. 

Recycling  enforcement  continued  after  the  new  single  stream  program  was  enacted  and  was 
very  effective  in  educating  residents. 

The  2010-2011  brochure  is  being  edited  and  will  be  similar  to  last  year's  brochure  and  will  be 
mailed  in  early  June. 

Earth  Day  2009  featured  a 10-day  long  program  of  events  where  businesses  and  schools 
featured  programs  for  students  and  residents  through-out  the  city.  This  was  organized  with 
the  Eco  Collaborative  and  featured  an  on-line  calendar  of  events  all  organized  with  volunteers. 
We  continue  to  work  with  the  Eco  Collaborative  as  an  advisory  board  member  from  the  city. 


Compost  Facility 

The  facility  serves  roughly  2000  households  with  an  approximate  total  of  2200  tons  of 
leaves/grass  and  4500  tons  of  brush  per  year.  We  have  been  alerting  the  neighbors  whenever 
turning  of  the  composting  material  occurs  and  are  updating  the  management  plan  for  the 
facility.  We  have  been  working  with  a wood  processor  that  is  grinding  and  taking  all  of  our 
brush  at  no  charge  thereby  saving  us  $10,000  per  year  in  grinding  fees. 


Energy 

The  Energy  Advisory  Committee  has  been  consistent  with  its  monthly  meetings  and  has  been 
an  asset  to  the  mayor's  office  in  making  decisions  relating  to  energy  issues  in  the  city.  Among 
the  activities  overseen  by  the  committee  and  the  recycling  office  have  been: 

• Solicitation,  recommendations  and  disperse  of  city's  MTC  grant  funds  ($22k). 

• Grant  writing  and  research  for  two  DOER  energy  grants.  Kelley  School  Bldg  for 
120k  (awarded)  and  Bresnahan  School  for  1.2M  (still  waiting  on). 

• Completion  of  energy  audit  for  all  municipal  buildings.  This  is  guiding  us  in 
energy  planning  and  is  pointing  to  further  grants  and  rebates  with  utility  service 
companies. 

• Completion  of  the  502  kw  solar  project  on  the  RA  Nock  and  DPS  buildings. 

• Green  Communities  Act-  received  technical  assistance  to  determine  city's 
interest  and  eligibility  of  the  GCA  and  to  develop  and  map  out  GCA  action  plan  to 
meet  the  required  criteria.  The  Green  Communities  Act  is  a state  program  that 
will  provide  up  to  $10  million  annually  in  grants  and  loans  to  qualifying 
communities.  There  are  a number  of  qualifications  needed  such  as;  as  of  right 
sitting,  expedited  application  permitting,  energy  use  baseline  inventory  with  a 
program  to  reduce  baseline  by  20%  in  5 years,  the  purchase  of  fuel-efficient 
vehicles,  and  residential  construction  energy  criteria. 
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2009-2010  Annual  Report  for  the  Animal  Control  Department 


Introduction 

The  Animal  Control  Officer  enforces  the  city  ordinances  regarding  animals; 
educates  the  public  on  important  issues  concerning  animals  both  wild  and  domestic;  and 
looks  after  the  safety  and  welfare  of  pets  and  their  owners. 

Current  Program/ Servdces 

The  following  services  are  performed  by  the  Animal  Control  Officer/ Animal  Inspector: 


■ Educate  the  public 

■ Promote  humane  treatment  of  animals 

■ Rescue  injured  animals  both  domestic  and  wildlife  and  find  immediate  treatment 

■ Pick  up  animals 

■ Provide  shelter  and  care  for  lost  and  homeless  domestic  animals 

■ Animal  adoption  program 

■ Trap  domestic  and  wildlife  animals 

■ Investigate  cruelty  complaints 

■ Investigate  barking  complaints 

■ Work  with  Red  Cross  and  Emergency  Management  (during  a disaster)  to  capture  and  house 
animals 

■ Enforce  pooper-scooper  law 

■ Issue  citations  and  attend  court 

■ Investigate  bites  and  quarantine  animals 

• Report  quarantined  animals  to  the  Massachusetts  Rabies  Coordinator 

■ Enforce  quarantine  orders 

■ Pick  up  and  dispose  of  dead  animals 

■ Work  with  local  animal  rescues  when  necessary 

■ Provide  24  hour  emergency  service  for  life  or  health  threatening  situations 

■ Give  advice  on  animals  in  general 

■ Inspect  bams  annually  and  complete  follow  up  with  State  if  necessary 

■ Investigate  potential  rabid  animals  or  wildlife  and  euthanize  for  testing  if  necessary 


Resources 

The  Animal  Control  Officer  works  20  hours  a week.  This  includes  the  duties 
of  the  Animal  Inspector. 
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Past  Year’s  Activities 

The  Animal  Control  Department  handled  an  average  of  325  calls  per  month. 
Most  of  the  calls  were  wildlife  complaints;  missing  cats;  and  dogs’  at  large 
complaints.  During  the  winter  months,  there  is  average  of  50  to  75  calls 
regarding  wildlife  complaints  per  month. 

Animal  Control  and  the  Pet  Committee  at  25  Temple  have  met  and  put 
together  a policy  regarding  their  animals. 

Forecast  for  2010 

The  number  of  wildlife  incidents  will  continue  to  increase  as  residents  are  now 
aware  of  contacting  the  Animal  Control  for  assistance  with  incidents  such  as 
potential  rabid  animals  and  wild  animals  hit  by  cars  (and  those  that  survive  but 
are  injured).  As  always  special  attention  is  taken  into  monitor  the  risk  of  rabies 
and  other  communicable  diseases  associated  with  wildlife. 

Seasonal  early-morning  and  evening  park  patrols  will  be  put  in  place  to  address 
the  increasing  numbers  of  owners  exercising  their  dogs’  off-leash  during  those 
times.  The  scheduling  of  patrols  will  need  to  be  assessed  as  it  is  a time- 
intensive activity  and  other  duties  required  will  have  to  be  curtailed  to  remain 
within  the  20  hour  work  week  schedule. 


Summary 

The  Animal  Control  Officer/ Animal  Inspector  helps  to  maintain  the  health 
and  safety  of  pets  and  protects  city  residents  from  problem  animals.  The 
Animal  Control  Officer/ Animal  Inspector  wiU  answer  aU  complaints  in  a 
timely  and  courteous  manner.

The  duty  of  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  enforces  the  laws,  rules,  and  regulations  relating  to 
weights  and  measures  and  the  use  of  weighing  and  measuring  devices  in  commercial  transactions.  On 
an  annual  basis  all  scales  and  de\'ices  are  tested  for  accuracy.  This  would  include  each  scale  in  every 
grocery  store,  convenient  store  and  other  establishments  that  sell  goods  by  weight  or  volume.  In 
addition  to  scales,  each  pump  in  every  gas  station  is  also  checked  to  ensure  its  accuracy  in  delivering  an 
accxirate  gallon  as  well  as  an  accurate  price  for  the  gallon  whenever  you  purchase  your  gas.

Special  recognition  and  gratitude  are  due  the  Friends  of  the  Newburyport  Public  Library,  a 
citizen  support  organization  that  raises  funds  and  participates  in  advocacy  efforts  for  the 
library.  Their  semi-annual  book  sales  are  well  attended  and  successful  and  enable  the  Friends 
to  provide  supplemental  funding  for  books  and  audio-visual  materials,  capital  projects  and  the 
family  museum  pass  program  for  several  area  museums.  The  Friends  are  responsible  for 
funding  purchases  of  computers  and  related  equipment  and  software  for  staff  and  the  public. 
This  year,  the  Friends  received  a matching  grant  from  the  NAID  Foundation  for  extensive 
technology  upgrades.  Comcast  continues  to  provide  a free  Internet  connection  for  public  PC 
and  wireless  traffic.  The  staff  remains  appreciative  to  iMarc  of  Newburyport  for  its  generosity 
in  developing  and  hosting  the  library’s  web  site.  The  Newburyport  Rotary  Club  deserves 
thanks  for  its  consistent  support  of  the  library.  In  addition,  the  NPL  was  the  beneficiary  of 
several  memorial  donations  from  the  family  and  associates  of  Gavin  Symes. 


SERVICES 

The  difficult  economy  helped  to  account  for  the  Newburyport  Public  Library’s  busiest  year  on 
record.  FY09  ended  with  a total  circulation  of  340,272  items,  a full  10%  increase  over  FY08. 
Our  door  counter  recorded  305,582  library  visits  indicating  an  8%  increase  over  FY08.  There 
has  been  a 39.5%  increase  in  circulation  since  2004.  Interlibrary  loan  activity  was  high  this 
year,  with  over  65,000  items  loaned  to,  or  borrowed  from,  other  libraries,  representing  a 60% 
increase  in  activity  since  2004. 

The  adult,  children’s  and  teen  librarians  offered  301  programs  to  5,445  attendees.  During  the 
Literary  Festival  in  April,  the  Library  once  again  served  as  the  welcome  center  for  the  authors 
and  was  a venue  for  teen  and  children’s  programs  throughout  the  day.  Particularly  exciting 
were  talks  by  Julia  Alvarez  and  a book  signing  and  “meet  and  greef  ’ with  David  McPhail,  one 
of  the  Literary  Festival’s  two  honorees.  Also  honored  was  recently  retired  Head  Librarian 
Dorothy  LaFrance,  a fitting  tribute  considering  the  Literary  Festival’s  2009  theme  of 
“Reading  for  a Lifetime”. 

The  Information  Services  department  experienced  a year  of  transition,  with  a new  Senior 
Librarian  and  three  new  librarians  filling  vacant  positions.  One  goal  of  this  new  team  is  to 
increase  the  number  and  variety  of  program  offerings.  The  newly  instituted  film  club 
alternates  with  the  bi-monthly  book  club  and  is  attracting  an  attentive  audience.  The 
Information  Services  department  continued  to  provide  traditional  reference  services  as  well  as 
assistance  with  online  databases,  MS  Office,  email  and  internet.  They  and  other  staff 
responded  to  over  20,000  inquiries  in  person  and  by  telephone  and  email.  There  were  45,500 
uses  of  the  library’s  public  computers  and  over  100,000  visits  to  the  library’s  website. 
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Researchers  continue  to  make  use  of  local  history  and  genealogy  information  and  expertise 
provided  by  staff  of  the  NPL  Archival  Center. 

The  Children’s  Services  department  also  experienced  a busy  year,  offering  231  programs  with 
an  attendance  of  4,621 . Participating  in  the  summer’s  Starship  Adventure  reading  program 
were  143  children  who  read  for  a total  of  71,550  minutes,  about  8.5  hours  per  child.  Teen 
services  were  enhanced  with  several  new  program  offerings  and  the  creation  of  a Teen 
Advisory  Group  who  provided  support  for  children’s  activities  and  offered  advice  and 
feedback  regarding  teen  programs  and  materials. 

The  library’s  custodial  staff  deserves  credit  for  a clean,  safe  and  well-maintained  building,  of 
which  the  citizenry  is  justifiably  proud.  A major  capital  project  this  year  was  a much-needed 
masonry  repair/reconstruction  of  the  front  steps  and  pavers. 

In  addition  to  the  very  capable  staff,  the  library  is  fortunate  to  have  had  the  services  of  5 1 
volunteers  who  provided  support  services  for  staff  by  shelving  materials  and  performing  other 
assigned  tasks.  Volunteers  contributed  a total  of  2,301  hours  this  year. 

The  Emma  Andrews  Branch  Library  was  open  7 hours  per  week,  with  attendance  of  2,874 
and  a circulation  of  3,612  books.  Appreciation  is  extended  to  the  Emma  Andrews  Branch 
Improvement  Association  who  continued  their  fundraising  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  branch. 
They  contributed  to  the  budget  for  book  purchases  and  funded  a scholarship  for  a graduating 
high  school  senior. 

TECHNOLOGY 

The  library’s  greatest  resource  is  a well-trained  and  capable  staff  dedicated  to  excellent 
customer  service.  Technology  supports  many  of  the  services  that  the  staff  provides.  For  this 
reason,  the  library  maintains  an  annual  technology  plan  and  strives  to  keep  technology 
services  current  and  in  good  working  order.  A significant  accomplishment  in  FY09  was  the 
completion  of  wireless  Internet  access  to  the  entire  building  with  the  installation  of  wireless 
access  points  in  the  Children’s  Room  and  the  Archival  Center.  The  library  also  continued 
implementation  of  the  computer  hardware  upgrade  plan  through  the  scheduled  purchase  of 
staff  PCs,  and  upgraded  office  and  antivirus  software  on  all  staff  and  public  PCs.  To  increase 
efficiency  and  accuracy,  receipt  printers  were  added  to  two  service  desks.  A networked  copier 
was  purchased  for  the  administrative  offices,  with  copying,  printing  and  scanning  capabilities. 
An  online  materials  ordering  system  for  acquisitions  staff  offered  ease  of  book  ordering  and 
more  precise  record-keeping.  Meeting  room  reservation  software  was  put  in  place  for  staff 
use,  streamlining  the  process  of  reserving  public  meeting  space.  During  the  year,  there  were 
846  uses  of  the  meeting  rooms  by  city  and  non-profit  community  groups.  The  conference 
room  and  study  rooms  were  used  2,357  times.  The  new  NPL  website  provided  an  attractive 
and  functional  online  presence  for  the  library,  improving  its  ability  to  offer  information  and 
services  to  the  public  remotely. 


In  January,  Cynthia  Diminture  joined  the  staff  as  the  Head  Librarian.  Ms.  Diminture  was 
previously  the  Assistant  Director  of  the  Robbins  Library  in  Arlington  for  fourteen  years. 
Mamie  Custer,  Maryanne  DelSavio  and  Annie  Francis  left  the  employ  of  the  library.  The  staff 
welcomed  new  members  Andrea  Bunker,  Sarah  Moser  and  Daniel  Tremblay.  Donna  Childs 
and  Elizabeth  Pendak  transitioned  to  new  positions  within  the  library. 
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The  NPL  and  its  users  continue  to  benefit  from  its  membership  in  the  Merrimack  Valley 
Library  Consortium  and  the  Northeast  Massachusetts  Regional  Library  System.  Through 
these  two  entities,  the  library  has  access  to  a 35-member  shared  catalog  and  online  databases, 
technology  assistance,  interlibrary  loan  and  delivery  and  consulting  services.  The  next  year 
will  be  an  exciting  one  as  MVLC  moves  forward  with  a transition  to  an  open-source 
integrated  library  system,  in  cooperation  with  two  other  automated  networks.  Locally,  the 
NPL  will  embark  on  a process  to  formulate  a new  long  range  plan.  Staff  looks  forward  to 
working  with  a diverse  long-range  planning  committee  as  it  delineates  goals  and  an  action 
plan  for  the  next  five  years  of  library  service.

Greetings: 

As  we  conclude  2009  and  begin  2010,  we  are  encouraged  that  the 
economy  is  beginning  to  stabilize.  Every  community  and  its  agencies 
have  seen  significant  reductions  in  funding  and  services  they  are  able  to 
offer.  It’s  through  the  cooperation  and  support  of  our  elected  officials 
and  citizens  that  we  continue  to  have  a positive  effect  on  crime. 

It’s  the  mission  of  the  Newburyport  Police  Department  to  protect  and 
serve  the  public.  This  is  accomplished  through  a team  approach  with 
dedicated  and  well-trained  police  officers.  Our  team  approach  is  geared 
toward  the  protection  of  life,  preservation  of  peace,  prevention  of  crime, 
and  the  prosecution  of  those  who  violate  the  law. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  worked  closely  with  the  women’s  crisis 
center  to  identify  those  domestic  violence  situations  that  have  the 
potential  to  inflict  serious  harm  or  death  to  victims.  The  greater 
Newburyport  area  is  serviced  by  this  rapid  response  team,  which  meets 
monthly  to  review  and  act  upon  dangerous  domestic  violence  incidents. 
The  main  goal  is  always  to  protect  victims. 

The  department  has  worked  with  a number  of  neighborhoods  on  traffic 
initiatives  to  monitor  traffic  and  violations.  Using  traffic  studies  officers 
have  been  deployed  at  optimal  times  to  have  the  greatest  deterrence  on 
traffic  violations.  This  program  has  helped  for  the  third  year  in  a row  to 
reduce  the  number  of  motor  vehicle  crashes  within  the  city. 

The  community  should  feel  secure  knowing  their  police  department  is 
staffed  by  dedicated  men  and  women  who  have  received  the  best  of 
training  available.  These  officers  continue  to  broaden  their  knowledge 
and  expertise  to  effectively  carry  out  their  duties.  The  police  department 
has  practiced  community  policing  long  before  it  had  its  name,  using  beat 
officers  in  the  downtown,  bike  patrols  throughout  the  neighborhoods, 
and  officers  interacting  with  the  community. 

The  Newburyport  Police  Department  is  one  of  only  twenty-eight  police 
departments  in  Massachusetts  to  be  accredited  by  the  Massachusetts 
State  Accreditation  Commission.  The  police  department  prides  itself 
knowing  that  we  employ  “best  practices”  in  developing  our  policies  and 
procedures.

MISSION  STA  TEMENT 

The  mission  of  the  Planning  and  Development  Office  is  to  provide  capital  planning,  advance  planning,  project 
management,  regulatory,  and  housing  assistance  services  to  the  City,  its  boards  and  commissions,  and  the 
general  public  so  as  to  protect  and  enhance  Newburyport’ s built  and  natural  environment  and  to  improve  the 
quality  of  life  for  all  who  live,  work  and  visit  in  the  City. 

FUNCTIONS 

The  Planning  Office  consists  of  a Planning  Director,  Senior  Project  Manager,  Planning  and  Zoning 
Administrator,  Administrative  Assistant,  Conservation  Administrator,  CDBG  Program  Manager,  and  Housing 
Rehabilitation  Specialist. 

The  Office  of  Planning  and  Development  develops  plans,  policies  and  projects  to  help  guide  the  City’s  physical 
and  economic  development.  The  Department  assists  in  administering  zoning  ordinances  and  subdivision 
regulations,  wetland  regulations,  including  providing  technical  assistance  and  information  for  citizens,  and 
meeting  with  developers,  attorneys  and  architects  on  the  feasibility  of  potential  development  projects.  The 
Office  also  administers  the  City’s  federal  Community  Development  Block  Grant  Program  (CDBG).  CDBG 
funds  programs  that  benefit  people  with  low  and  moderate  incomes,  primarily  through  the  preservation  and 
creation  of  affordable  housing. 

In  addition,  the  Planning  Office  is  frequently  called  upon  to  manage  capital  projects  involving  municipal 
facilities.  The  Police  Station,  Library  and  associated  parking  lot.  High  School,  City  Hall,  Boardwalk,  Bartlet 
Mall,  Moseley  Woods,  Clipper  City  Rail  Trail,  land  acquisitions,  etc.,  are  examples  of  such  projects. 

Department  staff  seek  community  input  and  ideas  in  order  to  identify  and  refine  common  goals  and  to  advise 
elected  and  appointed  officials  on  land  use  and  development.  The  Planning  Office  assists  the  Planning  Board, 
Zoning  Board,  Conservation  Commission,  Parks  Commission,  Historical  Commission,  Local  Historic  District 
Committee,  Fruit  Street  Historic  District  Committee,  NRA,  Cultural  Council,  CDBG  Committee,  Open  Space 
Committee,  Tree  Committee,  Bartlet  Mall  Commission,  Moseley  Woods  Commission,  Harbor  Commission  and 
other  specially-convened  groups.

Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  4 1 Section  8 1 A-GG;  Municipal  Planning  and  Subdivision 
legislation,  and  M.G.L.  Chapter  40A,  referred  to  as  the  Zoning  Act.  The  establishment  of 
Planning  Boards  was  authorized  by  the  General  Court  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
section  81 -A  of  M.G.L.,  Chapter  41.

The  Sewer  Division  completed  efforts  in  which  underground  storage  tanks 
A itycunexx  bl  ryport.com  vvere  removed  as  well  as  improvements  to  wastewater  lift  stations  and  the 

collection  system.  The  Wastewater  Treatment  Facility  (WWTF)  continues  to 
consistently  meet  the  permits  limits  imposed  by  DEP  and  EPA,  and  the 
WWTF  Modernization  Project  was  approved  by  City  Council  and  the  design 
and  permitting  phase  of  the  project  begun. 

The  Water  Division  completed  efforts  in  which  various  instrumentation  within 
the  Water  Treatment  Plant  (WTP)  was  replaced.  An  Evaluation  of  the  WTP 
to  determine  the  future  needs  of  this  Facility  was  also  initiated.  Future  Water 
Demands  projections  up  to  the  year  2030  were  completed  as  part  of  this  effort. 
The  Water  Construction  crew  continued  theirs  efforts  of  maintaining  and 
improving  the  water  distribution  system.  Similar  to  the  WWTF,  the  Water 
Treatment  Plant  also  continues  to  meet  its  permit  however  it  will  require 
modernization  efforts  in  the  near  future. 


Finally,  efforts  continued  with  water  and  sewer  tie-ins  for  Plum  Island 
residents  and  the  water  meter  replacement  project,  the  billing  department 
processed  over  38,000  bills  and  additional  associated  efforts,  and  various 
safety  and  other  types  of  training  efforts  were  performed  for  all  members  of 
the  DPS.

The  Department  of  Public  Services  hereby  submits  the  1 12**’  annual  report  of  the  Newburyport 
Department  of  Public  Services,  Highway  Division  for  fiscal  year  2009, 

Mission  Statement: 

The  mission  of  the  Newburyport  Department  of  Public  Services,  Highway  Division  is  to 
maintain  all  roadways,  drainage  infrastructure,  parks,  cemeteries,  schools  and  other  city  facilities 
for  all  customers  of  the  department  in  a cost  effective  and  environmentally  sensitive  manner  for 
the  short  and  long-term  benefit  of  our  customers  and  the  environment. 

Responsibilities: 

The  Highway  Division  is  responsible  for  the  following  services  with  respect  to  city 
infi^tructure;  storm  water  collection,  yearly  catch  basin  cleaning,  street  line  painting,  street 
paving,  street  sweeping,  snow  and  ice  removal,  street  and  sidewalk  maintenance,  installation  of 
all  city  street  signs,  school,  park  and  cemetery  maintenance,  preparation  for  burials  in  the  two 
city  cemeteries,  tree  trimming,  removal  and  planting,  maintenance  and  cleaning  of  Plum  Island 
beaches,  assistance  to  Police  and  Fire  Departments  when  called  upon,  assistance  for  Yankee 
Homecoming  and  all  other  City  events,  and  support  to  all  other  Departments  in  the  City  with 
equipment  and  labor.  The  Highway  Division  is  also  responsible  for  the  fleet  maintenance  to  the 
Highway,  Water  and  Sewer  Divisions  of  the  DPS  as  well  as  fleet  maintenance  for  the  following 
other  City  Departments;  Police,  Fire,  Council  of  Aging,  School  Department,  Emergency 
Management  and  City  Clerk. 

Roadways: 

The  Highway  Division  repairs  and  maintains  all  city  roads,  sidewalks  and  parking  lots.

The  Highway  Division  also  issued  street  opening  permits,  curb  cut  permits,  sidewalk  permits, 
and  dumpster  permits  to  various  contractors  and  residents. 

Line  painting: 

Crews  put  down  more  than  100  gallons  of  roadway  paint  in  support  of  street  line  painting, 
parking  lots,  crosswalks  and  school  crossings 

Street  Sweeping: 

Over  224  lane  miles  of  roadway  were  swept  and  1 00%  of  all  required  city  streets  were  swept 
once  in  accordance  with  NPDES  Stormwater  Permit. 


Snow  Plowing  and  Removal: 

Highway  crews  responded  to  9 snow  plowing  events  totaling  over  76  cumulative  inches.  Roads, 
schools  and  municipal  and  NRA  parking  lots  were  treated  with  salt  by  crews  during  the  winter. 
The  city  used  2,500  tons  of  salt  during  the  2008/2009  winter. 


Trash: 

Public  Works  crews  emptied  144  trash  barrels  located  throughout  the  city  7-days  a week  365 
days  a year,  totaling  more  than  1100  cubic  yards  of  waste. 


Drainage: 

The  Highway  Division  is  responsible  for  2800  catchbasins,  515  drainage  manholes  and  178 
outfalls.  Crews  rebuilt  25  catch  basins  city  wide.  All  catchbasins  were  cleaned  city  wide  in  the 
spring.  The  Highway  Division  continues  improvement  and  maintenance  on  the  drainage  system 
and  awaits  MA  DEP’s  update  of  the  new  NPDES  Storm  Water  Permit  requirements. 


Parks/Schools: 

The  Highway  Division  maintains  the  parks  by  grass  mowing,  weed  trimming,  debris  cleanup, 
trimming  shrubbery  and  trees,  and  various  other  maintenance  duties.  Assistance  from  various 
community  groups  and  inmate  work  crews  helped  complete  the  maintenance  of  these  facilities.

The  Highland  Cemetery  and  the  Old  Hill  Cemetery  are  maintained  and  operated  by  the  Highway 
Division.  19  burials  were  performed  to  date  by  Highway  personnel.  The  crews  are  responsible 
for  locating,  excavating,  backfilling  and  reseeding  all  graves.  Additional  responsibilities  include 
locating  and  installed  markers  and  headstones,  cleaning  up  debris,  placing  veteran’s  markers  and 
lawn  maintenance.

The  Department  of  Public  Services  hereby  submits  the  112**’  annual  report  of  the  Newburyport 
Department  of  Public  Services,  Water  Division  for  fiscal  year  2009.

Mission  Statement: 

The  Department  of  Public  Services  Water  Division  mission  is  to  provide  our  customers 
(Newburyport,  Newbury  and  West  Newbury)  with  sustainable  high  quality  water  for  all  uses, 
maintain  water  purification  and  testing,  maintain,  repair,  and  install  distribution  lines  and 
continue  to  improve  upon  quality  and  efficiency. 

Responsibilities: 

There  are  over  8000  residential  and  1000  business  customers  supplied  by  the  Water  Division. 

The  staff  members  are  dedicated  to  the  business  office  in  city  hall,  operation  of  treatment  and 
pumping  facilities  and  maintenance  of  the  distribution  system.  Eighty  percent  of  the  City’s 
Water  Supply  comes  from  reservoirs  along  the  city  border  with  West  Newbury  and  twenty 
percent  from  two  wells  within  the  city.  Reservoir  water  is  treated  at  the  Spring  Lane  Water 
Treatment  Plant  (WTP)  and  pumped  into  the  distribution  system  along  with  water  from  the  two 
wells.  Water  is  distributed  to  customers  via  80  miles  of  water  mains.  The  WTP  is  in  operation 
and  staffed  24  hours  a day,  7 days  a week.  After-hour  emergencies  are  directed  to  the  WTP 
where  staff  can  immediately  page  our  on-call  construction  crew  to  respond.  The  Newburyport 
Water  Division  is  self-sufficient  since  water  rates  and  fees  are  set  to  fund  the  entire  budget.  The 
water  rate  has  remained  the  same  since  July  2006. 

Business  Office: 

The  business  office,  with  a staff  of  three,  handles  metering,  billing  and  customer  issues,  along 
with  overall  administration.  During  the  past  year,  significant  efforts  were  made  to  collect  past 
due  accounts. 

Facility  Operations: 

The  Department  of  Public  Services  Water  Division,  facility  operations  staff  members  are 
certified  in  accordance  with  state  regulations.  They  manage  Ihe  reservoirs  and  wells,  and  operate 
and  maintain  the  pumping  stations  and  WTP.  Staff  conduct  thousands  of  tests  to  monitor  water 
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quality  for  more  than  120  contaminants,  making  sure  our  water  is  safe  and  in  compliance  with  all 
regulations.  We  are  proud  to  say  that  our  water  quality  meets  or  surpasses  all  state  and  federal 
water  quality  standards  again  this  year. 

Construction: 

The  Department  of  Public  Services,  Water  Division  construction  staff  maintains  water  mains, 
valves,  hydrants  and  meters,  and  responds  to  emergencies  24  hours  a day,  seven  days  a week.  In 
addition  to  routine  maintenance  work,  crews  repair  mains  and  their  associated  customer  service 
lines  as  part  of  the  ongoing  program.  Crews  have  also  been  repairing  water  main  breaks  and 
service  leaks  throughout  the  year.  The  crew  was  also  busy  wdth  renewing  water  services,  tapping 
of  water  mains  for  private  contractors  and  installing  new  hydrants.  The  construction  crew  is 
currently  involved  with  many  projects  including  the  following: 

• Overseeing  the  remaining  connections  for  the  Plum  Island  Water  and  Sewer  Project 

• Crews  responded  to  and  addressed  7 water  main  breaks  and  4 service  leaks  that  required 
emergency  repairs. 

• Crews  did  28  scheduled  service  replacements  and  installed  2 new  services 

• Completed  Fall  and  Spring  hydrant  flushing  program.  100%  of  all  hydrants  are  flushed 

• Instituted  a program  using  GPS  to  mark  water  valves  locations  throughout  the  City. 

Capital  Projects: 

Guilford  Well  Site: 

During  2009  the  City  continued  investigating  the  potential  for  developing  the  Guilford 
well  site. 

Water  Treatment  Plant  Evaluation: 

An  evaluation  of  the  existing  WTP  and  pumping  facilities  started  in  2008  continues. 
Portions  of  existing  facilities  are  over  80  years  old  and  in  need  of  updating.  The  existing 
WTP  will  need  modifications  to  meet  the  capacity  necessary  to  deliver  drinking  water  to 
the  City  over  the  next  20  years.  This  evaluation  will  determine  what  improvements  need 
to  be  made  to  meet  the  future  demands  of  the  City.

The  Department  of  Public  Services  hereby  submits  the  112***  annual  report  of  the  Newburyport 
Department  of  Public  Services,  Sewer  Division  for  fiscal  year  2009.

The  Newburyport  Sewer  Department  operates  approximately  seventy  five  miles  of  sewer  mains. 
Plum  Island  vacuum  sewer  system  and  pump  station,  and  sixteen  lift  stations  and  a 3.4  MOD 
secondary  activated  sludge  plant  called  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Facility  (WWTF).  In  Fiscal 
Year  2009  (FY09)  an  average  of  2.75  MGD  of  sewerage  flow  was  pumped  and  treated  at  the 
WWTF  for  a total  treated  volume  of  over  979.9  million  gallons. 

Our  NPDES  Permit  requires  removals  for  BOD  and  TSS  of  85  %.  Average  removals  for  TSS 
were  93.9  %.  Average  removal  for  BOD  was  90.9  %.  The  NPDES  permit  require  maximum 
concentrations  for  BOD  and  TSS  in  the  effluent  are  30  mg/1  (or  30  parts  per  million).  Both  TSS 
and  BOD  were  below  30  mg/1  on  an  average  monthly  basis.

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The  Department  responded  to  81  sewer  calls  in  FY  09  and  154  Plum  Island  calls.  Over  49,785 
linear  feet  of  sewer  lines  were  cleaned  in  FY09.  Four  odor  complaints  were  logged  through  the 
summer.  This  is  significantly  less  than  the  45  odor  complaints  responded  to  in  CY  1995  and  is 
due  to  the  increased  efforts  in  this  area.  We  received,  approved,  and  inspected  the  construction  of 
19  new  connections  to  the  system  from  6 separate  areas  of  the  City. 

The  department  continues  to  operate  under  its  5 year  Capital  Plan,  which  is  updated  annually. 
This  plan  is  consistent  with  the  City’s  Vision  Statement  of  maintaining  and  improving  the  City’s 
infi^tructure  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  ratepayers  while  simultaneously  operating  our 
infi^tructure  in  the  most  efficient  manner  possible. 

This  department  undertook  significant  projects  in  FY  2009  including  the  efforts  associated  with 
WWTP  modification.  The  efforts  included  a public  hearing  on  7/9/2008,  tours  of  the  WWTP  on 
7/12/2008  and  2/28/2009,  evaluation  of  a wetlands  treatment  alternative  and  finalization  of  the 
WWTP  Modernization  Study,  The  City  Council  appropriated  funding  for  the  project  and  a 
design  engineer  was  selected. 

Additional  work  completed  in  FY2009  included  the  replacement  of  a primary  sludge  pump; 
various  improvements  at  the  WWTF;  continuation  of  the  Department’s  Infiltration/Inflow  (I/I) 
reduction  program;  Geographic  Information  Systems  (GIS)  activities;  extensive  efforts  with  the 
Plum  Island  sewer  vacuum  system,  hookups  and  calls,  permitting  and  inspection  of  various 
developments;  various  upgrades  to  lift  stations;  replacement  of  sewer  manhole  fimnes  and  covers 
in  various  areas  of  the  City;  repairs/replacement  of  various  sewers  and  manholes  throughout  the 
City;  various  training  efforts;  Phase  II  Storm  water  implementation  tasks;  and  continuation  of 
the  water  meter  change-outs  and  Plum  Island  Water  and  Sewer  tie-in  process;  completion  of 
generator/  UST  replacements.  Hale  Street,  Graf  Road,  Garrison  Circle  and  Storey  Avenue;  and 
training  efforts  associated  with  position  replacements. 


This  department  serves  approximately  7918  customers  and  stands  ready  and  able  to  serve  each  of 
them  as  well  as  answer  any  and  all  questions  and  comments  they  may  have.

The  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  serves  as  an  advocate  for  all  1,107  local 
veterans  and  their  2,080  dependents  who  reside  in  the  City.  The  Department 
advises  clients  as  to  the  availability  of  services,  benefits,  entitlements  and 
provides  financial  assistance  (M.G.L.  C.115)  to  needy  veterans  and  their 

dependents  who  have  served  honorably  in  the  United  States  Armed  Forces.  In 
Fiscal  year  2010,  approximately  $78,000  was  disbursed  to  local  deserving 
veterans  or  their  spouses  from  the  City  of  Newburyport.  The  cost  of  this  benefit 
program  is  reimbursed  to  the  City  by  the  State,  one  year  after  payment,  at  the 
rate  of  $.75  for  every  $1.00  disbursed  by  the  City. 

In  the  year  2009,The  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs,  a branch  of  the  Federal 
government,  disbursed  over  $2,000,000  to  Newburyport  Veterans  in  pensions, 
disability  compensation,  or  as  pensions  for  surviving  spouses.  Much  of  this 
money  is  spent  within  the  City  benefiting  the  Newburyport  merchants  and 
businesses  who  serve  our  Veteran  population.  The  infusion  of  this  money  into 
our  City  does  not  require  that  the  City  spend  any  money  to  get  it.  The  Veterans’ 
Services  Office  assists  veterans  and  their  families  in  processing  applications  for 
these  Federal  benefits.  The  Office  also  assists  pensioners  with  their  annual 
Veterans’  Affairs  financial  Eligibility  Verification  Reports  and  applications  for  local 
Property  Tax  Abatements/Exemptions. 

The  Veterans’  Services  Office  organizes  the  Memorial  Day  and  Veterans’  Day 
celebrations.  Part  of  those  annual  duties  involves  replacing  the  flags  at  the  2,300 
veteran  graves  in  Newburyport’s  cemeteries  before  the  Memorial  Day  Holiday. 
The  seventh  grade  class  from  the  Nock  Middle  School  assists  each  year  in  this 
commemoration  by  placing  flags  at  the  graves  of  veterans  in  St.  Mary’s  and 
Belleville  cemeteries. 

Going  forward  into  fiscal  year  2010,  the  Veterans’  Office  will  continue  to  expand 
its  outreach  into  the  community.  Through  newsletter  insertions  at  the  Council  on 
Aging  and  practical  workshops  at  senior  housing  centers,  the  Office  hopes  to 
expand  its  base,  and  provide  services  to  additional  veteran  men  and  women 
living  in  Newburyport.  We  are  honored  to  serve  our  Veterans  who  have  served 
us.

EXPENDITURES 

Attached  is  a summary  of  budget  expenditures  and  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  2009.  As  you  will  see.  General  Fund  budget  expenditures  totaled  $46,299,424 
or  97.7%  of  total  budget  appropriations.  (Please  refer  to  the  attached  summary  report 
for  a breakdown  of  budget  expenditures  by  department.  A detailed  report  is  on  file 
with  the  City  Clerk  and  will  also  be  submitted  to  the  Budget  and  Finance  Committee). 

As  a result  of  the  global  economic  crisis  and  declining  revenues.  City  department  heads 
were  instructed  to  curtail  budget  spending  where  possible  and  to  not  spend  a minimum 
of  1%  of  there  annual  departmental  budget  appropriations.  This  strategy  helped  to 
offset  the  anticipated  reductions  in  State  Aid  and  Local  Revenues. 

Expenditures  for  the  Water  Enterprise  Fund  totaled  $3,811,021  or  85.5%  of 
appropriations;  Sewer  Enterprise  Fund  expenditures  totaled  $4,278,806  or  88.8%  of 
appropriations.  Because  City  Enterprise  Funds  are  self  supporting,  spending  was 
curtailed  in  these  two  funds  in  accordance  with  lower  revenue  estimates.  This  resulted 
in  both  funds  ending  the  year  in  a positive  position. 

Expenditures  for  the  Harbormaster  Enterprise  Fund  totaled  $349,933  or  86.6%  of 
appropriations.  Spending  was  also  curtailed  in  this  fund  due  to  declining  revenues; 
however,  because  of  poor  weather  conditions  in  June,  revenues  continued  to  fall  below 
fixed  expenditure  levels.  This  shortfall  will  be  offset  by  available  funds  within  the 
Harbormaster’s  Undesignated  Fund  Balance. 

REVENUES 

Faced  with  declining  State  Aid  and  Local  Revenues  at  mid-year.  General  Fund  revenue 
projections  were  revised  after  the  budget  was  approved  in  June  2008.  It  was  projected 
that  reductions  would  include  a $309,315  cut  in  State  Aid,  an  estimated  $200,000 
shortage  in  Motor  Vehicle  Excise  Taxes,  and  an  estimated  $100,000  shortage  in  Interest 
Income.  Additional  cuts  in  State  Aid  were  also  imminent;  however,  these  cuts  would  be 
offset  by  Federal  Stimulus  funding.

Because  of  a weakening  national  economy  and  a high  level  of  fiscal  uncertainty, 
estimates  for  FY  2009  Local  Receipts  were  $231,000  below  FY  2008  actual 
collections.  The  Mayor  and  City  Council  also  approved  the  use  of  $200,000  from  City 
reserves  to  help  close  the  projected  revenue  shortfall.  These  remedial  actions  proved  to 
be  positive  factors  in  FY  2009  budget  outcomes  within  the  General  Fund. 

As  you  will  see  in  the  attached  revenue  report,  revised  General  Fund  budget  revenue 
estimates,  in  the  aggregate,  were  slightly  below  target  at  year-end.  However,  when 
combined  with  spending  reductions,  higher  than  expected  Local  Receipts,  and  other 
measures  that  were  taken,  the  City  avoided  a major  budget  crisis  in  FY  2009.  In  fact, 
the  City  ended  the  fiscal  year  in  a much  better  position  than  anticipated,  which  will  be  a 
positive  factor  when  Free  Cash  is  certified  later  this  fall. 

Revenues  for  the  Water  and  Sewer  Enterprise  Funds  were  slightly  above  target. 
However,  as  mentioned,  revenues  for  the  Harbormaster  Enterprise  Fund  were  below 
target  due  to  poor  weather  conditions  in  June. 

SPECIAL  REVENUE  FUNDS 

Special  Revenue  Funds  include  Revolving  Funds  and  Reserve  for  Appropriation  Funds. 
Funding  for  these  funds  comes  from  sources  outside  of  the  General  Fund  such  as:  user 
fees,  donations,  and  grants.  Prior  year  balances  are  carried  forward  to  the  next  fiscal 
year.  Attached  is  a summary  of  activity  for  Special  Revenue  Funds  during  FY  2009.

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STABILIZATION  FUNDS 

At  the  close  of  FY  2009  the  General  Stabilization  Trust  Fund  had  a balance  of 
$2,398,716.97.  Based  on  City  guidelines,  a balance  equal  to  5%  of  the  General  Fund 
budget  must  remain  in  the  fund.  The  approved  FY  2010  General  Fund  budget  totaled 
$46,673,714.81;  therefore  a General  Stabilization  Fund  balance  of  $2,333,689  is 
required.  This  leaves  an  available  balance  of  $65,028.00.  Year-end  balances  in  the 
Capital  Improvements  Stabilization  Fund  totaled  $654,758.45,  and  the  balance  within 
the  Equipment  Replacement  Stabilization  Fund  totaled  $3,342.00.
